In this 
chapter the author states, with that lack 
of precision in detail that frequently marks

{hat two months after the murder of Sir 
Henry Wilson in London, “the head of 
the Irish Free State Government, Mr. 
Michael Collins, was murdered in 
Dublin.”’ 

The King’s attitude during the Great 
War, after “he had laboured for peace 
and even bent himself to sue for it,” is 
described with simple and direct brevity. 
“His time, his energies, his whole 
strength of body and mind would be at the 
disposa] of his country; nor would there 
le any inconvenience or privation, or risk 
or loss which he would not share with his 
subjects. 

Another passage runs:— The King 
only demurred when one of bis Ministers 
suggested that if Buckingham Palace were 
tp be bombed by German aircraft, it 
would, anyhow, have a very stimulating 
efiect upon the people. ‘ Yes, but rather 
4 depressing effect on me,’ was the mild 
rejoinder.” 

In the concluding chapter, in which His 
Majesty's recent illness is described, the 
author writes: —** There may have been, 
nay, there surely have been, Monarchs who 
hy personal beauty and charm, or by the 
tenderness of their youth, or even by their 
very misfortunes and’ frailties, have made 
a livelier appeal to popular imagination 
than King George V.; there are others 
vhose memories began to fade almost 
before their bodies were cold. But history 
might be ransacked in vain to find a 
Sovereign on whose life and lifework his 
people set a higher and truer value.”’ 

Throughout the book one might be 
tempted to wonder if, from the ‘viewpoint 
of the writer, all really is ‘‘ quiet on the 
Western front.”’ It is noticeable that the 
ex-Kaiser and his family get as many 
licks when ever their names occur, as in 
1914 and the years that followed. 

Manv excellent illustrations add much 
to the value and beauty of the book.

HERE are those who contemn 
anthologies. They complain that 
such compilations either serve as a docu- 
ment for the study of literary development, 
when their artistic value is adventitious ; 
or represent merely the individua, taste 
of the compiler, with which one may be 
out of all sympathy. Others want the 
works, the whole works, and nothing but 
the works; selection to them is a viola- 
tion; and, in some part, an obtrusion of 
en alien mind between them and the 
author, It is true that anthologists some- 
times do queer things; even the classic 
Palerave .nods. 

I cannot bring myself, however, to agree 
with the opposition. They mistake, I feel, 
the true function of the anthology. All 
of us have a larger treasure of literature 
in our minds than sits upon our book- 
shelves; we could not afford, indeed, we 
could not house all that we hold desirable. 
The anthology steps into the breach, not 
s much by what we find actually laid out 
there, as by its faculty of setting in motion 
a train of memories. We read some 
dimpled trifle from Herrick, lean back, 
and lo, the room grows populous; Anthea 
bids us tie her shoe, and all the Janes 
and Chiloes smile; the shadowy figures 
gather fast, like moths, about a single 
is: light—Anacreon, with his grapes ; 
lorace, genial and round; Ronsard, with 
the bays about his brow; sad Heine, and 
social: Burns. 

” * - - * 

The makers of anthologies are usually 
men who have achieved a reputation as 
creative artists or as critics. Such men, 
when their reputation is not the fungus 
trowth of a clique, are what they have 
become because of a faculty for making 
articulate that which haunts unexp . 
the threshold of the average man’s mind. 
Their work is in the humanities; their 
success is the measure of their humanity. 
It is a corollary that the poems they 
telect will be those which know their way 
into the average heart, at any rate for 
the mure part, ro that their collection will 
have an absolute value over and above 
that of the magic wand, evoking the 
widening ripples of memory. It ‘will be 
quite definitely a library in miniature. 
adapted to the purse and compass of mind 
of the man in the street. 

lt happens that Mr. Van Doren’s 
collection, which. I have before me, fulfils 
these functions, and more. It is the Open 
Sesame to no fewer than eighteen 
literatures, ancient and modern, from the 
Japanese islands of the East, to Ireland 
in the West: from Sanskrit in the infancy 
of our race, to the Irish of to-day. It 
‘aps in its twelve hundred odd pages a 
century of volumes; -and that is not the 
end. Every poem is turned into English 
verse by the hand of a fine craftsman ; 
énd among the gems from the Jesser-known 
translators repose also translations by the 
great masters of English lyric poetry, so 
that the collection comes to be very nearly 
an anthology of English verse, as well as 
the best selection .of specimens of the art 
of translating poetry into poetry, to my 
nowledge, in existence. Of course, one 
could cavil! of course, there are things 
leit out; Lut what an amazing quantity 
of things have been got in! I do not know 
hich to admire more—the wealth of

There is no effort at condensa- 
tion, and this enhances the naturalness 
of the picture portrayed for us by an 
observant, if scientifically untrained 
traveller. oe 

By the liberal use of Spanish, we are 
secured a valuable insight into the men- 
tality of the natives, although we cannot 
evade the suggestion of contemptuousness 
that occasionally mars the pages of the 
diarist. The work is a pioncer’s delinea- 
tion of an unmapped country and un- 
studied peoples, and as such has a value 
now belatedly disclosed.

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CHEMISTRY WITHOUT 
TEARS. 


NYONE “who desires to make himself 
acquainted with the methods and 
results of modern chemistry in a short 
time cannot do much better than read 
Professor Kendall’s book of ‘' Congenial 
Chemistry.’’ This name aptly describes 
the contents of the book; for, where the 
substances he talks about are not familiar, 
his language and style are congenial. 
The tone of the book is humorous 
throughout—at times it is flippant—but 
lest this should convey the impres- 
sion that the material is in keeping 
with the style we hasten to add 
that it is really a systematic work con- 
taining a vast amount of valuable 
chemical information. We do not expect 
to get a dry and difficult subject like 
Valence treated in a popular book, but we 
get it done well here, and the author even 
harps on it through the remainder of the 
book. 
This remarkable book, while primarily 
intended for the general reader, will be 
found extremely useful by elementary 
students of chemistry, who will find many 
of their difficulties solved for them as no 
ordinary text book does it. Those who 
have to teach chemistry will be able to 
glean many points of exposition from one 
who is a master of his subject, and who 
can express his ideas so simply and so 
clearly. Hearty congratulations are due 
to Professor Kendall for a very interesting 
book, which must have been even more 
interesting and very difficult to write.

| Se art of the apothecary always has 
aroused our interest since we were 
children, and the story of the development 
of his craft, as may be expected, is much 
more interesting. Mr. C. J. 8. Thompson,

this interesting book, the value of which 
is enhanced by a num! of old plates and 
drawings and by a useful index.

A NEW IRISH NOVEL. . 
HIS newest novel of the most prolific of 
contemporary Irish writers takes the 
reader with the c ers and hurls 
them all pell-me)] a 3550 closely-printed 
be; It certainly is by far the most am- 
itious novel that the author has attempted. 
To compress the whole life-story of an Irish 
townland into a single day and about two or 
three people is a technical accomplishment. 
It difficult to credit the existence of Ramon 
Mor Costello, but it cannot be denied that he 
lives in “The House of Gold.” He is that 
well-known figure in Irish country life, the 
“gombeen man, ' who has gradually got an 
entire cout.tryside into his clutches, has 
secured the “ hig house’’ for residence, has 
represented his serfs in Parliament, and 
behaves Jike one of Gogol’s baring, Two years 
before the story opens Ramon had married 
the daughter of a broken landlord. who began 
with respect for him, but, when the stury 
opens, hates him intensely. How she came to 
Jove Francis O’Neill, the peasant boy, who 
passed from a seminary to revolutionary 
ournalism, is related with force. In Dr. 
Fitzgerald, the local medical officer, anil 
Father Considine, the parish priest, other 
strands of the strange story converge, and 
when this group is in the end smashed, either 
physically or mentally, a chronicle of hate is 
unfolded. 

The details of the story are unpleasant 
enough. Ramon Mor and his old mother are 
terrible. Father Considine is pictured as half- 
gaint and half-beast, or may be all beast, 
with a veneer of hypocrisy; but in Nora, 
Francis O’Neill, and ctor Fitzgerald, Mr. 
O'Flaherty has created lovable people. How- 
ever, the good and the bad alike are all in- 
volved in the catastrophe which ends in the 
deaths of Nora, the priest, and Ramon, and 
the lunacy of Francis O'Neill.

DETECTIVE STORIES: A 
CONTRAST , 


HILE Mr. Brian Flynn has five 

detective novels to his name in addi- 
tion to the one at present under considera- 
tion, we must admit never having heard 
before of Mr. -‘llery Queen. .Yet it is 
Mr. Queen’s book which shows all the 
signs of the experienced literary crafts- 
man, and Mr. Flynn’s which abounds in 
little gaucheries ; in the latter volume one 
hears occasionally the creaking of the 
machinery and is conscious of a certain 
stiltedness in description and dialogue, 
while Mr. Queen’s style is so smoothly 
excellent that when he uses an effeminate 
adjective instead of the masculine one 
which the occasion demands, one is 
exasperated. 

The plot of “‘The Five Red Fingers’”’ 
runs on conventional lines to the popular 
“happy ending.” Virtue is triumphant, 
and, even where it is weak-kneed and 
deplorably culpable, it gets off with an 
admonishing pat on the shoulder. The 
onl person who is completely black 
among the dramatis persone is Julius 
Maitland, and as he is murdered quite 
early in the book, everything is as it 
should be in this. best of all possible 
worlds. The fact that nobody is punished 
for his “taking off” is also eminently 
fitting. We feel, however, that the story 
would have benefited by a little less 
chance and a little more deduction in the 
operations. of the detective. 

“The Roman Hat Mystery,” on the 
other hand, is an example of pure deduc- 
tion—a logical chain which begins with 
the disappearance of the silk hat and ends 
with the discovery of the murderer. This, 
however, does not mean that the volume 
is rather stodgy reading; quite the 
contrary. It should make a play that 
would grip the attention from rise to fal! 
of curtain. The theatrical idea must, 
indeed, have possessed the author when he 
turned the first dozen pages or so into a 
sort of foyer wherein we see a plan of the 
Roman Theatre hanging on the wall as 
it were, meet all the characters of the 
story, and listen to along eulogy of 
Ellery Queen and his father by somebody 
who is content with the anonymity of 
initials and is probably the real author. 
There is only one exception to be taken 
to what is undoubtedly the best detective 
story of the season—the fact that the hat 
was lost in the Roman Theatre is not 
sufficient justification for the title.

RECENT GRAMAPHONE | 


NOTEWORTHY MUSICAL 
PERFORMANCES. 


Since the close of the holidays a great bout 
of gramaphonigg has breught me almost level 
with the latest record issues. The output of 
records of musical interest was lighter in the 
summer months, but it included a number of 
issues which ought not to escape notice. 
Great names were not excluded from the lists. 
There: was, for instance, a Galli-Curci “record 
in the ‘“‘H.M.V.” Celebrity series. It gave 
the artist’s singing of ‘‘Lo!-here the gentle 
Jark ” and ‘* Solveiz’s Song,’’ and, even if (as 
I am told) there’ were old single-sided records 
of these, reissue was due. Again, a 
Paderewskij record (‘*H.M.Y.,” of contest} 
giving the famous pianist’s playing o 
Chopin's “ Revolutionary ” and “ Black Key ”’ 
Stndies, demands attention. 

One soldom needs to go beyond the 
““H.M.VY. ” and Columbia issues to get a suffi- 
ciently wide choice of good and interesting 
music performed by the best artists. Many 
attractive things are missed, however, if one 


and Brunswick; and it is a sign of the times 
that records of musical worth appear in grow- 
ing proportion among the cheaper issues now 
so plentiful in the market. How risky it is 
to ignore any list is shown by my finding 
among an excellent first batch of ‘‘ Decca’ 
records a set of three discs giving in six parts 
the “Sea Drift’’ of Frederick Delius, with 
Ruy Henderson in the solo part, supported by 
chorus and orchestra. 

Sooner or later the two principal companies 
take care to cover the ground opened up by 
their rivals, and, as a rule—not without ex- 
ceptions—in practice, the gramaphone 
musician trusts to.‘‘ H.M.V.”’ and Columbia. 
These names represent companies with inter- 
national links, which enable them to place 
alongside the products of their English estab- 
lishments -the best of what their allies and 
agencies can glean in Germany, lialy, France 
and America. 

Prominent among the résults of the inter- 
change is the great array of orchestral record- 
ings presented Jately. The world-wide ranging 
for orchestras has seemed at times like a 
mania, and one has been inclined to say that 
it was being overdone. It has resulted, how- 
ever, in the production of rich material for 
gramaphone enjoyment. 

When a conductor is asked to give a per- 
formance for recording, he naturally wishes to 
be heard in music which he believes will show 
his own powers and those of the orchestra to 
the best advantage, Thus we obtain for the 
gramaphone repreductions of the very finest 
orchestral performances. 


THE “CLOCK” SYMPHONY. 

A case very much to the point is that of 
the H.M.V.” recording of Haydn's 
“ Clock ' Symphony by the New York Phil- 
harmonic Symphony Orchestra, under Tos- 
canini. Clearly, Toscanini prides himself on 
his reading of the work and the New York 
orchestra’s playing of it. He is justified by 
the recording. We have here a most delight- 
ful performance. How much Toscanini in- 
tends to get from Haydn’s score one learns 
at the outset, for the introduction to the sym- 
phony is given with great distinction. 

This old music, belonging to the early days 
of the symphony form, is very 1 1\uch alive for 
Toscanini, as it will be for all who hear the 
performance. There is charming work in the 
orchestra's playing of the “ clock ” movement, 
and one finds the further movements all too 
short. There are four discs: the symphony 
takes seven of the eicht sides, and the remain- 
ing one is equally delightful, for it gives us 
an exquisite performance, by the same 
orchestra, of the Scherzo from Mendelssohn’s 
“ Midsummer Night’s Dream ” music. 

Another splendid outcome of the plan of in- 
ducing different conductors to make their own 
choice is the new set of records, issued by 
Columbia, of Tschaikowsky’s ‘‘Casse Nois- 
ette’’ suite. In this case the orchestra is the 
Royal Philharmonic (London), which makes a 
fine show in the charming numbers of the 
popular suite under the direction of Oscar 
Fried. Of the three discs the first (giving the 
little overture, the March, the Danse de la 
Fée-dragée and the Trepak) is the most enjoy- 
able; but after hearing this much few will 
hesitate to get the other two discs. The re- 
cording compares with that other fine Col. 
umbia achjevement in the recording of the 
““Oberon ” overture performance by Mengel- 
berg and the Amsterdam Orchestra. | 

A Milan performance of “ La Boheme ” in 
full has been issued by Columbia; this I have 
not sampled yet, but I see that Pampanini is 
the Mimi of the cast. 


GILBERT AND SULLIVAN. 

Tt was a pleasant task to sample the 
“H.M.V.” electrical recording of “The 
Pirates of Penzance.”’ Like the others so far 
issued by His -Master’s Voice in the Gilbert 
and Sullivan series, “ The Pirates’? has been 
produced for recording under the supervision 
of Mr. Rupert D’Oyly Carte; and Dr. Mal- 
colin Sargent, the conductor, worked from 
Sullivan’s original manuscript score. The cast 
includes such singers as Derek Oldham, 
George Baker, Peter Dawson and Stuart 
Robertson. A good record to try over as a 
sample of performance and recording is the 
one giving the “‘chattering’’ chorus, ‘‘ Let’s 
talk about: the weather,” and Elsie Griffin’s 
singing of “ Poor wandering one” {D. 1681). 
Here is a standard of performance equal to 
that set in ‘‘ The Yeomen of the Guard ’’—no 
higher praise is wanted. 

A vocal record that deserves its certain 
popularity is the Columbia disc giving on one 
side the Barcarolle from “ The Tales of Hoff- 
mann,’’ with Isobel Baillie and Nellie Walker 
the singers in a strikingly beautiful orchestral 
setting, and on the other side the best part of 
the Love Duet from ‘‘Madame Butterfly,” 
sung by Isobel Baillie and Francis Russell. 


GRAMAPHONE WEEK. 

Dublin traders have arranged another 
‘‘Gramaphone Week’’ on the lines that 
proved so successful for the past two years. 
In the Theatre Royal recitals will be given 
during the week as follows: — Columbia, 
October 7th and 8th; Popular, October 9th; 
and His Master’s Voice, October 12th and 
13th. All except the last (a Sunday night re- 
cital) will be at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. A 
feature of special interest this year will be a 
demonstration of electrical ‘‘ pick-up”’ 
devices. 


GRAMPUS. 
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FOREIGN PEAS. 
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DUBLIN COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
OPINION. 


Should Jrish T'ravel, the official organ of 
the Irish Tourist Association, accept 
advertisements for foreign products? The 
Dublin County Council thinks not. and dis- 
cussed the matter at length yesterday.

on each side of the fire. The manners of 
the family were utterly simple and 
eracious, and we had no feeling that they 
tel anv give and take in conversa- 
tion—a feeling nearly always inseparable 
from fhe first steps of intercourse. We 
suffered from no trivial sense of duty 
coading us to make efforts to be pleasant ; 
we were just ourselves. There might be 
little said, but their pleasure in our 
compary and our pleasure in theirs was 
manifest; such is the hospitality of the 
Trishman—a_ soul-welcome. We all sat 
there completely at ease without heed of 
the passing hour or the road before us or 
any counterclaim to the moment s peace. 

The woman had never travelled beyond 
Tralee: no, she had never seen Killarney 
or Dublin. The man had no wish to 
follow. his relatives to America; it was 4 
hard cowntry here to get a living in, but 
milk was plentiful this time of year. 
There had-been fighting up in the moun- 
tains in the ‘‘troubled times” between 
the Free State men and the Republicans. 
He pointed with his thumb, and with that 
gesture brought vividly before us the 
horror of that civil war, with brother 
suspecting brother, folk moving furtively 
by dav in fear, and the shriek of murdered 
men in darkness, all within a voice-call 
of this peaceful home where the hens now 
pecked about the kitchen and the children 
stood like little statues in the ingle-nook. 
No. he had not seen the fighting, but three 
or four men had been killed there on the 
mountain side. 

The Wanderer took from her pocket a 
sixpence for each child, for buying sweets, 
she said. They held their silver treasures 
firmly, and remained there, shy and quiet, 
watching us all the time, Surely we 
would stay and sit a while, the woman 
said, and we should have a drink of tea;

Then we left them 
with a sénse of peace, as they wished us 
a good j)Ollrney.

AN INTERNATIONAL 
THEATRE. 


REASONS FOR ITS BEING. 


An interesting assemblage took place last 
night at Montpelier Manor, Blackrock, Co. 
Dublin, where Mrs, Albert Mitchell gave an 
“at home ” to meet Mr. Michael MacLiain 
moir and Mr. Hilton Edwards, who are 
engaged in establishing the Gate Theatre in 
a permanent home in this city. During the 
course of an enjoyable evening Mr. Hiltuy 
Edwards addressed the large company on the 
subject of the establishment of a permanent 
international theatre in Dublin. 

Mr. Edwards said that he had been askeii 
what was the necessity for such a theatre 
He had given three reasons, The first was 
that Dublin needed another playhouse to giv 
her msthetic equality in the theatre with 
other nations. Dublin now lacked that equa 
lity, because, unlike other capitais, she had 
no theatre devoted entirely to the plays of 
other nations, and this was essential in the 
city if only to enable the public to appreciate 
native drama. 

tecently he had had a great many plays 
sert to him for prodiction. The majority of 
these plays showed promise, but in all of 
them their authors exhibited a lack of a suffi- 
ciently wide knowledge of the technique of 
the theatre. Such authors were writing in 
one technique only, and were being hampered 
by this limitation. 


POTENTIAL THEATRICAL TALENT. 

The second reason was that there was more 
potential theatrical talent in this country than 
in any other country he had yet visited, and 
this native talent required training over a 
much more varied field than it had at present 
the opportunity of getting. 

Thirdly, said Mr. Edwards, Dublin is tlie 
only capital in Europe in which the master- 
pieces of foreign dramatists, in translation, 
were seldom or ever played, save in a spas- 
modic way. He held that the ._pital of a 
nation could not afford to give only occasional 
performances from the dramatic lux» riance 
already translated into the English language 
that was waiting to be played. Of course, 
they could go abroad to enjoy that dramatic 
luxuriance, but why should they have to ao 
so? Dublin required an international theatre. 
He and Mr. MacLiammoir offered to bring it 
to their door, and would find great joy in 
doing so, (Applause.)

Weather Portents. 


The man who is out of doors at sunrise | 
| versatile 

| Charchill. 
|expert pig-sticker; he shoots, plays polo, 


can form a pretty accurate opinion of 
what the day will be. If just before sun- 
rise the sky—especially in the West—is 
suffused with red, rain generally follows 
in the course of the day; if, however, it 
be frosty weather, the downfall is some- 
times delayed. On the qther hand, if the 
sky be a dull grey and the sun rises clear, 
gradually dispersing the vapours, it will 
be fine; but if he retires behind the 
clouds and there are reddish streaks 
about, the day will probably be wet. 
Should the sun later in the day shine 
through a grey, watery haze, there will be 
rain at night. 

The sunset is untrustworthy. 
golden evening comes before a bad day; 
and sometimes, after a very wet day, 
suddenly in the far West will appear a 
magnificent streak of crimson. This 
generally foretells a fine day on the 
morrow. A tinted halo round the sun at 
setting occurs in long-continued' wet 
weather; and a halo round the moon is 
always a bad sign. Rainbows are generally 
untrustworthy unless they occur in the 
morning, when rain may be expected. 
Mists at evening over low-lying ground or 
near a river precede fine, warm days. If 
a mist in the morning clears off ag the 
sun gets higher, it will be fine, but if it 
settles down again after lifting, a little 
rain is at hand. No degy

evening is followed by a fine day. 


Nature's Barometers. 


Certain movements on the part of the 

animal creation change of 
weather appear to indicate a reasoning 
faculty. Such seems to be the 
the common garden spider, wnich, on the 
approach of rainy or windy weather, wil! 
be found to shorten and strengthen the 
guys of his web, lengthening the same 
when the storm is over. The woodpecker 
before rain becomes uneasy, uttering its 
cry ' yoo-yoo-yoo-yoo-yoo,’’ although at 
other times the most silent of birds. 
Robins singing at night on the topmost 
branches of trees area sign of fine weather ; 
if they keep low, the contrary may be 
expected. Seagulls predict storms by 
assembling on the land, as they know that 
the rain will bring earth worms to the 
surface; this, however, is merely a search 
for food and is due to the same instinct 
which teaches the swallow to fly high in 
fine weather and skim along the ground in 
foul. Swine before rain are generally 
noisy and restless; sheep will bleat and 
skip about. 
‘ It is probable that many of these actions 
are due to actual uneasiness, similar to 
that which all who are troubled with 
rheumatism experience before a storm, 
and are caused both by the variation in 
barometric pressure and the change in the 
electrical condition of the atmosphere. 
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A French Referee. 


] see that in the Rowland Hill Memorial 
match, which will be played at Twick- 
enham on October 5 between a fifteen 
representing Scotland and Ireland and a 
filteen from England and Wales, the 
International Board have asked thie 
Fédération Francaise de Rugby to provide 
the referee.

| Ancient Ireland in Germany. 


A friend of mine who has just returned 
from a visit to Germany tells me that he 
happened on a very interesting relic of 
ancient Ireland hidden away in the heart 
of the Rhineland. He was resting a few 
days in Mayence, a typical Rhenish town, 
situated on the banks of the Rhine, mid- 
way between Cologne and Mannheim, when 
he discovered that the present flourishing 
town is built on the remains of an old 
Celtic settlement. Later he found a vague 
reference to the situation of the remains 
of an old monastery, used by the first 
preachers of the Gospel, and situated a 
few odd miles from the town. An hour’s 
run in a local ’bus brought him to some 
crumbling walls overgrown with weeds, 
and, on baring a surface of the wall, he 
came upon a corner-stone on which were 
barely discernible the outlines of the 
familiar Celtic cross. This prompted him 
to make further investigations, with the 
result that he discovered a circular stone 
foundation ii the ground, some distance 
from the actual ruins, which he supposes 
is all that remained of a round tower.

At a moment when it would appear that 
the Dublin Drama League is not in a 
very flourishing state, the Northern 
Drama League seems to be moving 
steadily towards its objective of a 
permanent Repertory Theatre in Belfast. 
The membership has grown considerably 
during the past few years, and every new 
season finds it with greater influence and 
courage. The aim of the Northern 
Drama League is similar to that of the 
Dublin Drama League—to stage plays 
which would be unlikely to be performed 
by the ordinary commercial theatres, and 
to build up an audience for repertory. 

For the coming season five important 
plays have been selected for production, 
so varied that no one can go unsatisfied.

The noises on our short trip did not 
worry us, but I thought of the nerve- 
racking experience of being becalmed for 
several days—a frequent occurrence with 
the old clippers when in the region of the 
Equator.

I have 
been amazed at the number of fowl killed, 
of sides of bacon cooked, of legs of mutton 
and barons of beef prepared against such 
3 ceremony, not to mention the bread, 
cakes, wine, stout and whiskey, all of 
which comes out of not too well lined 
pockets. A  person’s status, an im- 
portant thing in a prideful country, 
is' often judged by the lJavishness of dis- 
play on such an occasion. Some canny 
individual, seeing what would be 
escaped by going to town, managed to 
insinuate that to wed in Dublin is a sign 
of “high - upness.” The obvious 
advantages caused the idea to catch on; 
and .prestige is happily wedded to 
economy.

HERE is a pretty quarrel going on at 
present between official and indepen- 
dent Unionists in Belfast, and efforts are 
being made to crush out of existence, in 
the political sense, those ‘who refuse to 
take their instructions from headquarters. 
It appears that the dispute has found its 
way into certain organisations distin- 
guished for loyalty, and the peaceful 
harmony of these bodies is being disturbed 
by distracting suggestions from leaders 
interested in officialdom. Umionist associa- 
tions are divided on the question, and 
there is a strong volume of opinion in 
favour of freedom of thought and action. 
The Independents were badly hit at the 
parliamentary elections, even although 
they polled a formidable number of votes ; 
but they did well at the municipal 
elections, being supported by the business 
men of the city. 

It is in this connection that the trouble 
has arisen, as, of course, there will be the 
usual vacancies in the Corporation next 
January, and preparations are already 
being made for the struggle, should the 
retiring members be opposed. The Inde- 
pendent Unionists are so numerous now 
that the old cry of “‘traitor’’ directed at 
them has no meaning, and one does not 
hear it so frequently. Another cause of 
dissension has been caused by Corpora- 
tion and Government officials taking a 
prominent part in elections, and a deter- 
‘mined effort is being made to put an end 
to this practice. 


MOTORING PROBLEMS, 


The decision of the Ulster Automobile 
Club to end its independent existence and 
become a branch of the Royal Automobile 
Club of Great Britain has been received 
with mixed feelings by the people of the 
North. By many it is thought that the 
interests of motoring generally—apart 
from racing—will be enhanced by the 
change, and that, with its great resources, 
the R.A.C. will be able to improve the 
amenities of touring in motor cars 
throughout the province. There is a great 


deal in that view of the case, but Ulster-: 


men are not usually inclined to give up 
their independence. A great Many people 
connected with the industry believe that a 
wrong step has been taken in dissolving 
the local club. 

Mr. Harry Fergusson, a pioneer in all 
matters associated with the motor industry 
and racing in the Six Counties, has 
pointed out that the Ulster Automobile 
Club performed a work of national im- 
portance in reviving road-racing in the 
British Isles, earning through its opera- 
tions the good-will of automobile manu- 
facturers and the whole racing fraternity 
both at home and abroad. In his opinion, 
the extinction of the club is a serious blow 
at the best interests of the community. 
and, in supporting his contention, he says 
that “ Ulster is far behind in the estab- 
lishment of modern industries: but, 
through the medium of a strong, energetic 
and powerful motor club a vast amount of 
good work could be done,” which he does 
not believe could be done by a branch of 
the R.A.C. The idea is that a cross- 
Channel organisation may not be as 
effective in fostering local affairs as a 
purely Irish club knowing the needs of the 
district. 


DANGERS OF THE STREETS, 


The committee of the new branch of the 
R.A.C. has lost no time in getting to 
work. A deputation representing the 
club called upon the Police Committee of 
the Belfast Corporation yesterday with 
reference to proposed legislation regarding 
trafic control in the city. The suggested 
new by-law provides that when a tramcar 
comes to a stand-still in any street the 
driver of a vehicle must not pass or pro- 
ceed on the left or near side of the 
tiaincar, so as to obstruct, delay, impede, 
ov in ahy way interfere with any person 
crossing or attempting to cross between 
the tramcar and the footpath, or vice 
versa, The penalty proposed for breaches 
of the by-law is fixed at a sum not exceed- 
ing £6. 

It will be recalled that the Belfast City 
Coroner recently commented on the ever- 
increasing number of fatal accidents 
which have brought our system of traffic 
control into disfavour, and expressed the 
opinion that some such regulation should 
be made for the protection of human life, 
Generally speaking, motorists are careful, 
but there are many who sacrifice wisdom 
and discretion to speed, and approach 
tramcars, stationary or slowing down, at 
a rush, with blasts of the horn, expecting 
everyone to jump clear. Such incidents 
occur regularly outside the city centre. 
The deputation stated that the club was 
anxious to co-operate in any measures 
which might be taken for the reduction of 
road accidents, but it could not support 
the proposed by-law, as its effect would be 
added congestion and, conseguently, in- 
creased chances of the occurrence of acci- 
dents.

‘This basic 
charge, which is to be fixed according to the 
valuation of the premises, will result in many 
people having to pay more per unit than pre- 
viously. My own case is typical. My basic 
charge will be, I believe, 5s. a week, which 
will be £1 10s. a year more than my electric 
tight bills now come to; so that, by the time 
when the ld. a unit is added, my current is 
going to cost me a good deal over Is. a unit. 

understand that the idea behind this basic 
charge is that the small user of current has 
been getting it too cheap, as compared with 
the large user. This is muddled thinking. 
That the large user has had to pay too muc 
is no proof that the small one has paid too 
little, First and last, it is a question of 
competition. ~lectric light has to compete 
with other methods of lighting, and the fact 
that so few people, rélatively, have got it 
into their houses shows that the price has 
not been unduly cheap. 

It is expected that there will be a great 
extension in the use of current for household 
purposes, such as eleetrical washing, but 
these ger are very expensive, and people 
in general will not be able to afford them. 
In most dwelling-houses, therefore, the use of 
current will be confined to lighting, and the 
consumer will not be able to get his cost per 
unit down to a reasonable figure unless he 
lights his house up like a gin palace.

There were -many weighty reasons ir 
and against an increase of the Bank rate 
to-day, but the Governors of the Bank .f 
England came ‘to the conclusion tha; a 
rise was necessary, although few people 
expected that it would be to 64 per cent. 
This high figure is due to the high money 
rates ruling in foreign financial centres 
As a consequence of this state of affairs 
our gold has been attracted abroad, with 
the result that sterling has depreciated ;, 
an exceptional extent. The dance: point 
was touched some time ago, when jy 
occasions it became. profitable for tha 
foreigner to buy English money and sey¢ 
it to his own country, instead of buying 
his own currency, owing to the low price 
of sterling. The Bank of England las 
lost many million pounds on balance sinea 
the beginning of the year as a result of 
such transactions. A Bank rate of ¢ 
per cent., although it may tesult ina 
general fall in prices and an increase in 
all loans used for business purposes, ma: 
stop the efflux of gold to foreign countries.

EXTENT NOT YET KNOWN. 

We understand (says The Times to-day) 
that the gross liabilities of the four Hatry 
companies—The Austin Friars Trust, Corpora- 
tion and General Securities, Limited, Oak 
Investment Trust, and the Dundee Trust— 
petitions for the winding-up of which have 
been lodged, are in the neighbourhood of 
£20,000.000, apart from the capital of the 
companies, which amounts to £1,700,000, 
excluding the capital of the Dundee Trust. 

Obviously it was because the liabilities ol 
the companies exceeded their assets that the 
decision to liquidate them was reached. to 
what extent. and in what manner, these 
liabilities may be secured remains te be 
determined.

DUBLIN MAN'S PAPER AT 


CELTIC CONGRESS, 


LEAVES FROM HISTORY, 
belie 


From Ovr Reporter. 
GLASGOW, Thursday. 

Unabated interest is being manifested in 
the doings of the Celtic Congress, of which 
to-day 1s the third session. © Mr. Colin 
Sinclair presided at the morning session, 
when Mr, Saunders Lewis read a paper on 
“A Literary Man’s Life in Wales,” and a 
borer by Professor Mary Williams on '“The 

tying God in Welsh Literature’’ was read 
by the Rev. Dr. Neill Ross. 

In the afternoon Miss Margaret Dobbs, 
M.A., presided, when a paper by Miss Mona 
Douglas on “ Celtic Mythology in Manx Folk- 
lore and Sona ' was read. 

Mr. Saunders Lewis said that the Welsh 
mind had not accepted the change of outlook 
that the Renaissance had brought about, and 
the result was the deplorable ugliness of 
Wales to-day. He was convinced that a 
Renaissance fountain or a Renaissance church 
had a more humanising and elevating effect 
than all the sublime scenery of Snowdon. 
Wales, he believed, had the ugliest architec- 
ture in Europe, and almost the ugliest 
religious buildings. These had affected the 
religious habits of the people, who never 
knelt in prayer, but merely bent. 

0 DANCING, 

In Wales there was virtually. no dancing, 
which was a serious loss to a uation. There 
was little, if any, artistic criticism in Welsh 
literature. Welshmen were living in a country 
without a national aristocracy, and this had 
a most damaging effect upon the artistic life 
of the country. They had persons with land 
and money, but so utterly divorced from 
Welsh culture were they that they could not 
be regarded as Welsh aristocracy. No country 
husbanded its talent less than Wales. Young 
talent pany wilted out and died, and since 
Wales lost its aristocracy Welsh writers had 
never had an audience that really desired an 
excellent literature. The ultimate cause was 


that Wales, although a nation, had no 


Government and no capital city. 

Mr. George Moonan, Dublin, read a paper 
on “‘The Clan as an Historical Unit,” in the 
course of which he described the clans that 
existed in Ireland before the Engtish invasion. 
The primary political unit in that system was 
a body of people bound together by the 
theory of common descent and occupying a 
definite district, ruled by its own chief and 
enjoying a certain amount of autonomy. That 
was a syStem which was the basis of 
seciety for a thousand years. Those 
privileged clans were descendants of 
the traditional founders of what were 
then known as the Seven Kingdoms. Tho 
kings were selected from those clans for the 
kingdoms, which existed in the fifth century 
and continued. down to the seventeenth 
century. Then there came sub-divisions of 
the lnstorical clans into family clans, and 
Surnames were adopted. At the time of 
the Norman invasion political Ireland con- 
tained a number of semi-autonomous clans. 
At the head of all was the Ard Righ of the 
country. 

RAIDS OF NORMAN BARONS. 

Tt would have been unique in political 
history had that organised system been 
allowed to develop; but such development 
was quickly arrested by the raids of the 
Norman barons. It had been su gested that 
when the Normans began to pillage Ireland 
that country consisted of a vast number of 
clans without any cohésion other than that 
of a fleeting and capricious cémbination; but 
such suggestion could only be made in 
ignorance. With the defeat of The O'Neill 
at Kinsale the whole Gaelic polity was 
destroyed. The work was completed by the 
Cromwellian and Williamite wars and con- 
fiscations. It was not merely the destruction 
of a political system, it was the annihilation 
of an entire social fabric, and with it the 
culture that had accompanied it. Every 
trace of an organised clan, even with the most 
elementary form, disappeared from Ireland. 

Traces of the tradition remained only in the 
Trish regiments in the Armies of France, 
Austria and Spain. To these countries had 
been banished the natural leaders of the 
people, and there they distinguished them- 
selves on the field, in the Court and in the 
school. At home the leaderless people were 
left a disorganised mob without cohesion, 
the pulverised atoms of what had been an 
organised nation. Their language alone was 
left to them as a heritage from the past, So 
they remained until the genius of O'Connell! 
again welded their incoherent atoms into a 
nation, cast, however, in a new mould. It 
was this, more than his political achievemnets, 
that made O’Connell such an idol in the 
hearts of his countrymen. Some instinct 
deep down in their hearts was conscious that 
he had again given organised form and 
national self-consciousness to the Irish people. 
It was again a nation, based, however, upon 
democracy and not upon the kingship of 
the clan. The circumstances of the Gaelic 

oples in Ireland and in Scotland 

istorically very different. In treating of the 
clans of Ireland one spoke of the whole Irish 
people, but in Scotland the clans were only 
part of the community. On the other hand, 
the Scottish clans had not been dissipated by 
confiscations, plantations, persecutions and 
exterminations, which had obliterated the 
clans of Ireland. But to the Gaels of Scot- 
land and of Ireland alike it must be a matter 
of importance to know that the political 
system of the Gael was no elementary and 
ineffective one, but a rational and well- 
ordered system, based upon kinship and cap- 
able of the highest national development. 

Sheriff Macmaster Campbell said that there 
were now no clans system in Scotland. They 
fell away after the fight of 1645, and their 
history for nearly two hundred years was a 
sorry sad one. :

When he was a few yards away from the 
house I saw that he was go the gun. 
1 followed him, and he turned up the passage 
at the side of Griggs’ house. 1 said to him: 


‘What are you going to do?’ and he replied: 
‘Stand back, George, or I will shoot." Soon 
afterwards t heard the sound of two shots, 


followed immediately afterwards by a third 
shot. I went into the house and I found 
Farrar lying dead on the kitchen floor.’ 

Mr. Hardy summoned the neighbours, and 
they found Mr. Griggs lying on the floor, 
bleeding frecly from a severe wound in the 
back. 

Mrs. Griggs was in the house at the time 
of the tragedy. She said that Farrar had 
been livmg at the house for some time, but 
three weeks ago he was told that she 
her husband were getting a smaller 
house, and that they would net have accom- 
modation for him, and he went to lodge in 
Portiund street.

STORIES OF HARDSHIP 
DENIED.

MONTREAL, Thuraday, 

The Committee recently appointed, r« pre- 
sentative of various benevolent societies, to 
investigate the stories that over seven 
hundred British immigrants were stranded 
here unable to find employment and waiting 
for an opportunity to return to the mother 
country, reports that only ninety-eight 
persons are at present unemployed. 

The Committee states that out of thirty-two 
young immigrants who were offered work on 
farms at fifteen dollars a month, with their 
keep, only one accepted the offer The others, 
according to the report, were “a very poor 
lot both physically and mentally.”’ 

The total number of immigrants from 
Eritain this year has been approximately fifty 
thousand, and the number out of work or 
desiring to return to Britain :s unofficially 
reported to be less than two per cent. of this 
rumber.

SISTER SHIP TO BRITANNIC. 


The announcement made by the White Star 
Line that they have given an order for a new 
27,000-ton vessel, a sister ship to the 
Britannic, launched on the 6th August last, 
has given considerable satisfaction in Belfast. 
The Britannic, which is now completing at 
Belfast, is the largest British motor vessel, 
and the new vessel will be of the same type. 

The decision of the White Star Company 
to postpone construction of the huge 60,000- 
ton Oceanic, the keel of which has already 
been prepared, has not come as a surprise to 
Belfast, ip view of the difficulty in deciding 
the type of machiwery to be used. Lord 
Kvylsant announced some time ago that the 
ship would be electrically driven, but it is 
not known whether turbines or motors are to 
be used to generate the electricity, and the 
company apparently wish to have more time 
to.go into this. highly technical problem, and 
also to be ablé to draw deductions from the 
performance of the Britannic. ; 

The new vessel that has been ordered wil! 
be proceeded with immediately. It will be 
about 700 feet long, and will accommodate 
1,550 passengers. 

It is expected that the order for the new 
Royal Mail motor ship of Asturias type, with 
improvements, which was-announced by Lord 
Kylsant recently, will be placed before the 
New Year with’ Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
Belfast. lá 

The P. and Ó. Lime will shortly be in the 
market for new passenger tonnage, and, as 
Queen’s Island is invariably invited to tender 
for the work of this company, the placing of 
the orders will be-followed with interest in 
Belfast. 

The last ship built for this ‘company, the 
Viceroy of India, has electric drive, and has

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LITERARY MERITS 
OF THE BIBLE. 


MODERN CHURCHMAN’S 
VIEW. 
on 


Doubt of the . Bible’s ability to endure 
merely as ‘splendid literature” was ex- 
pressed by Dr. F. €. Burkitt, Professor ol 
Divinity, at the Modern Churchmen’s Con 
ference at Girton College, Cambridge, yester- 
day. 

In a paper on “A Corpus of Sacred 
Writings,’ he said that it was important to 
remember that the Bible, when it exercised 
a real influence uver those who ecg sn it as 
a corpus of sacred writings, did so because it 
was believed to be essentially true. It was 
cbvious that the idea of essential truth needed 
to be examined and classified, just as it was 
obvious that the ““truth ” of the Bible had 
been, and still was, in many places held in a 
crude form. 

“ SPLENDID LITERATURE.” 

“I venture to think that the plea for con- 
tinuing to teach the Bible to coming genera- 
tions on the ground that it is splendid 
literature is beside the mark, Either there is 
a real sense in which we can say that the 
Bible is true and helps us to get at truth in 
# way that nothing else can or it will drop 
out of use. I do not think that the hterary 


merits of parts of the Bible will keep it alive | 


if it be not uniquely useful in some other 
way.” 

In discussing the old Bible, he said that 
ihey were going the best way about to dis- 
cover how a revised Bible or even an 
altogether new Bible should be constructed, 
If there were any truth in the fundamental 
postulates of the Christian doctrine, about 
nineteen hundred years ago something 
happened which was still of vital importance, 
and the documents which preserved its record 
or helped us to understand it better remained 
of vital importance, and were indispensable. 
In the nature of things he did not think that 
there could be any substitute, 

PRAYER-BOOK REVISION. 

A spirited criticism of Prayer-book revi- 
sionists .was made by the Rev. Alfred 
Fawkes, Vicar of Ashby St. Ledgers, Rugby, 
in an address on “' The Church as a Divine 
institution.’’ He said that the revisionists 
were mortified by their failure to carry the 
new Prayer-book through Parliament. - 

_ ““ Officials—~even Church officials—are men, 


he said. “They forget that the first rule 
of play is to accept the devision of the 
umpire. The loss of a match is a trifle com- 


pared with the permanent depreciation of 
the values of the game. It is made a 
reproach to those who felt bound in con- 
science to oppose the Books of 1927 and 1928 
that only five out of some thirty bishops 
are on their side; their opposition has been 
described as outrageous. The obvious answer 
is that party feeling runs so high that no 
one who 1s not a supporter of the bishops’ 
measure has the remotest chance of being 
raised to the episcopate. 

‘‘ Last August, immediately after the rejec- 
tion of the Revised Book by the House of 
Commons for the second time, five Episcopal! 
Sees, two of them Primatial], fell vacant. All 
five were filled by the Ministry of the day 
by out-and-out revisionists.

ACCIDENT IN A CLUB 
KITCHEN, 


COOK’S DEATH FROM BURNS. 

Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South 
County Dublin, sitting without a jury, held 
an inquest. yesterday at the Royal City of 
Dublin: Hosp:tal on Julia Purcell (26), who 
died last Wednesday. She had been taken to 
the hospital on the 14th inst. suffering from 
extensive burns sustained in Elm Park Golf 
Club, Merrion, where she was employed as a 
COOK, 

Mr. Patrick Purcell, Adamstown, 
\Vexford, said that she was his sister. 

Mr. Richard Sheil, secretary of the club, 
stated that at abont 2.30 on the 14th inst. he 
“as in his office at the club, when he heard 
loud screams. He went to the kitchen and 
saw the girl Julia Purcell running about with 
her clothing and hair on fire. He whipped off 
his coat and extinguished the flames. 
doctor who was in the club attended to the 
girl, and on his advice she was immediately 
removed to the hospital. 

Replying to Inspector Cuddihy, Civic Guard, 
witness said that in the kitchen he 
rved a bottle which had contained 
methylated spirit, and two lamps in which 
the spirit was used. These lamps were used 
for heating tea and coffee urns. It was not 
Miss Purcell’s habit to use these methylated 
spirit lamps, and he had never known an 
accident to occur with the lamps previously. 
When he went into the kitchen he saw fire on 
the table, and noticed methylated spirit burn- 
ing itself out there, No damage was done to 
the table or to anything else in the kitchen 

In answer to Mr. Sydney Mathews, solicitor, 
who appeared for the Elm Park Golf Club, 
the witness said that after the accident he 
did everything possible for the girl. 

Miss Nellie Glennon, waitress in the lub, 
stated that she saw Miss Purcell take one of 
the iamps to light it. Next she saw a blaze 
and the cook’s hair on fire. The manageress 
took a roller towel and a bag and put them 
round the girl to put out the flames. Then 
the manager came in and wrapped his coat 
around the girl. Miss Purcell put her apron 
to her head and it caught fire. 
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Replying to the Coroner, Mr. Sheil. who 
was recalled, said that there were no fire 
extinguishers at the club, and he believed 


that in the circumstances they would not 
have been of any use. 

Miss Mary Doherty, manageress, stated 
that she lighted the lamps on the occasion 
und Miss Purcell assisted her. One of the 
lamps went out, and the girl took it from 
a dresser to the table and went ‘to re. 
light it with a match. The next thing 
was a flare up, which Miss Doherty thought 
was from the bottle, which contained about 
half a pint. of methylated spirit. The bottle 
must have overturned on the table, on which 
there was paper, which took fire. She he- 
lieved that the lamps were perfectly safe to 
use if ordinary care was taken. It was her 
custom to light the lamps, and she did net 
give Miss Purcell any direction to help on 
the occasion. 

Dr. Thornton, house surgeon, said that Miss 
Purcell was badly burned about the head and 
upper part of her body. In his opinion death 
was due to cardiac failure due to toxaemia 
following burns. 

The Coroner, recording a verdict in accord. 
ance with the medical evidence, added that 
there was no blame attached to anyone, The 
only question, he said, was whether, if some 
means were at hand of extinguishing such a 
flame, something eould have been done for tha

Agricultural Society, Limited, seems to 
gather strength as the years go on. At the 
show held in 8t. James’s Park, Kilkenny. 
ane? under a blazing sun, there were over 
ae entries, and an outstanding feature was 
‘he exhibition of cattle. No part of the 
country is better provided with pedigree herds 


than the area tapped by this progressive 
society, and it was encouraging to see so 
many representatives of these herds in 


evidence to-day, Not merely in point of 
numbers, but also in the maiter á guality 
was this fact stimulating. Beef and dairy 
shorthorns predominated, and from their 
shapes, colour and general conformation it is 
evident that the district is rich in the right 
class of blood. ee 

In the equine section, young horses were 
extremely promising, but amongst hunters 
there was evidence of the drain on the 
country’s resources owing to the continued 
export demand. Relatively few were aboye 
the average in merit. 

Features oí considerable strength were the 
sections for poultry and fruit. The County 
Kilkenny is one of the best apple-growing 
centres in the country, and the display made 
here to-day induced one to ask : why import 
lruit when such fine samples can be grown 
at home? 

The poultry judge was Mr. Tom Gardner. 
of Garstang, and his opinion was that the 
exhibits showed an improvement on previous 
vears. The utility birds were very good both 
In quality and numbers. Reds suffered some- 
what in colour. Wyandotte pairs were better 
than single cockerels, the winning pair from 
Mrs. Murphy being specially good. Single 
Wyandotte pullets, on the other hand, were 
the best seen by Mr. Gardner in Ireland, the 
first prize-winner, also from Mrs. Murphy, 
Newrath, being outstanding. In this class 
long legs and long bodies were overlooked. 
Leghorns were not as strong as they might 
be. In the Station Holders Class some very 
mice exhibits were shown. There were a few 
good Australorps, but Black Minorcas showed 
an inchnation to white faces. 

Honey also made a striking display, 
showing that beekeepers are alive to possi- 
bilities. 

Apart from the competitive side, th: 
educational exhibit arranged by the Kilkenny 
County Committee of Agriculture proved a 


great attraction. This was in charge of 
Messrs. Humphries, McGrath, Purcell and 


Miss Hackett, who did all that was possible 
to show farmers, gardeners and _ poultry- 
keepers what they should do to get the 
utmost value from thew land, gardens and 
poultry.

DISTRICT JUSTICE’S COMMENT 
RE MR. COLLINS.) 

Paul Panes EN hairdresser, of High street, 
was charged with being in illegal possession 
of a heavy type B.S.A. air gun and twelve 
boxes of blank ammunition aud one box of 
slugs. 

Letective Officer Dowd stated that, accom- 
panied by Detective Officer Desmond, he 
visited the house in High street that morning, 
and was admitted by the defendant, whom 
he told he had a search warrant for firearms. 
The defendant denied having any firearms in 
the house. Witness and Detective Officer 
Desmond made a search, and in a disused 
ledroom they found the gun. When asked 
to account for it the defendant said that he 
got it from a man in 1924, and did not know 
the number of the house where the man 
lived. They found the twelve boxes of blank 
ammunition and one) box of slugs in the same 
room. Defendant said that he bought the 
blank stuff, and that the slugs had been in 
the house for years. When charged and 
cautioned at Newmarket police station the 
defendant said that he had the gun for shoot- 
ing cats. The defendant had no licence. 

Cross-examined by Mr. J. V. Brady, 
solicitor, who appeared for the defendant, the 
witness said that the defendant gave him the 
name Jack O’Connor as that of the person 
from whom he said he got the gun. 

Mr. Brady—Did he tell you he was an 
amateur actor and used the blank ammunition 
on the stage’—-He showed me some cards to 
the effect that he was a member of the 
Bohemian Entertainers. 

Detective Officer Dowd satd that there had 
been a great deal of annoyance caused in the 
city and suburbs by the use of air guns. As 
a matter of fact, a woman was so badly 
injured in one of the busy streets not so long 
ago that she nearly lost the sight of an eye. 
He did not think the defendant had the gun 
for any bad purpose. 

Mr. Brady—He certainly was not aware 
irat he was liable under the Firearms Act. 

The Justice said that there was a great deal 
too much of this shooting and slap-bang ex- 
ploding in the city and suburbs at present. 
Iie fined the defendant 20s. and directed that 
the gun and ammunition should be forfeited.
